6 is acknowledged. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Howard. 

Howard discloses a method of assembling a computer system and which is comprised of 
providing an enclosure to contain the computer system (fig. 1); securely inserting a motherboard 
having a central processing unit within the enclosure (CPU of fig. 2); securely inserting at least 
one supplemental device within the enclosure and coupling the supplemental device to the 
motherboard (26); and securely inserting a speaker module within the enclosure and coupling the 
supplemental device to the motherboard (10 and 28). 

4. Claims 48 to 54 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 9 to 16 and 3 1 to 46 are allowable over prior art of record.
